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SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The regular monthly meeting of the 


School Committee was held on Mon- 
ijay evening, when considerable' busi- 
teis of importance was-transacted. 
The committee on Teachers presented' 
ill report and its recommendations 
trcre adopted. Under the new law, 
it is not now necessary to elect all the 
teachers annually, as they serve dur- 
ing good behavior after having been 
in service for a specified length of 
time. There were, therefore, compar- 
atively few changes to be made. 


The committee on Text-books rec- 


ommended the adoption of a few addi- 
tional books and the recommenda- 
tion was adopted. Superintendent Lull 
piesented a tentative calendar for the 
text school year, and it was adopted.

Colonel Cozzens said that there were

thought a field day would he an ex- 
cellent plan for some other year, but 
not this year.

age.

general detail, which means to be 
ready for instant sea duty, and many 
who have supposed thai they were to 
remain at the Station for some years 
have been ordered to sea. The large 
number of Reserves and Duration-of- 
the-War men who are being con- 
stantly discharged has made it neces- 
sary for every shore station to be 
combed with a fine tooth comb to find 
Een available to man the ships. Ap- 
prentices are being sent to sea with 
oaly a few weeks' training instead of 
the six months that was formerly re- 
quired. However, after the changing 
conditions are adjusted it is probable 
that the enlistments fdr the training 
schools will make it possible to main- 
tain a large force here under train- 
fag. 


MEMORIAL ON TAMMANY HILL 


Newport's.proposed memorial to the 


heroes of the World War has finally 
taken a form where a definite site 
1m been selected and tentative plans 
hv/e been made for the erection of a 
suitable memorial thereon. The gen- 
eiel committee has voted to place the 
memorial on Tammany Hill, the me- 
morial itself to be in the form of a 
tower erected at the highest point and 
provided with suitable observation 
phtforms. The.selection of-Tammany 
H!!l gives very general satisfaction to 
the people of Newport, the more espe- 
cially as it is felt that the land can be 
secured at a figure that is reasonable 
ar.d within the reach of the resources 
of the committee. It has also been de- 
ciJed to take out article's of incorpora- 
tion for the general committee in 
order that the business matters in- 
volved may be carried through without 
te:hnical hitches. These actions were 
taken at a meeting of the committee 
on Wednesday evening, when Mayor 
Mahoney presided and a large repre- 
sentation of the committee was pres- 
ent 


Mrs. William S. Sims, chairman of 


th° sub-committee to select the form 
of'the memorial, gave a short state- 
ment of the work of that committee, 
renting the problems that had arisen 
to be solved, but leaving the descrip- 
tion of the site and the form to Mr. 
Richard C. Sturgis of Boston, a prom- 
inent architect, who had assisted the 
co.nmiltee very materially along im- 
portant liens. Mr. Sturgis spoke of 
the various propositions presented to 
the committee and said that the final 
choice had rested between a site in 
the center of the city and one in the 
country. 
For the central site the 


committee had studied a proposition 
to pliice a memorial at the entrance 
of .Long Wharf, the plan including 
the widening of the entrance for a 
considerable distance and erecting a 
building on the north side to balance 
the old City Hall, then have the rail- 
road 6rect a new depot on the north 
side of the wharf. The various com- 
plications made this plan hnrdly feasi- 
ble so the committee decided to look 
inlo .the country for a site. 


The land at Miantonomi Hill was 


offered to the committee at one-half 
its assessed valuation, and as this Is 
a .natural park which would require 
little, if any, outlay for park purposes 
except to improve the approaches, it 
was felt to be an ideal location. The 
present assessed valuation is $26,000, 
which may be increased this year by 
the assessors of taxes, which would 
make the present purchase price

The committee has not had plans 


drawn for the'.memorial proper, but 
it is proposed to erect a granite tower 
on the top of the hill from where an 
excellent view can be obtained, and 
which can likewise be seen from all 
directions. 


There was a general discussion of 


the proposition among 'the members 
of the committee, all being in favor 
of the Tammany Hill site and a mo- 
wn was passed to adopt the recom- 
mendations of the sub-committee re- 
garding the site, and also to give the 
same sub-committee authority to ob- 
tain plans for the memorial and to 
obtain prices for its erection, report- 
ing to the general committee as soon 
as this is completed. 


The selection of the site has given 


general satisfaction throughout the 
city, as it has long been felt that the 
Miantonomi Hill tract should be made 
into a public park, because of its 
natural beauty and attractiveness.

WILLIAM K. COVELL ' 


Mr. William K. Cpvell, who died 


quite suddenly last Saturday morn- 
ing, was one of the oldest and best 
known business men of Newport. Ho 
was in his eighty-seventh year, and 
had been in rather feeble health for 
some time, but had been able to visit 
his place of business for a short time 
each day, even up to the day of his 
death. He was apparently as well as 
usual when he retired, but was strick- 
en about midnight and passed away 
within a short time, death being due to 
heart weakness.

Mr. Covell was a native Ncwportcr, 


and had resided in the house in which 
he died for practically his-entire life. 
While still a young boy, he entered a 
ship chandlery store in Wilmington, 
N. C., and after a few years in tho 
business bought out the control and 
carried on the business until the out- 
break of the Civil War, when he sold 
out and returned to his home in New- 
port. He then engaged in the laun- 
drv business for a short time, having 
profitable 
contracts with the Fall 


River Line which had just established 
a terminus at Newport. 


In 1872 he bought the business of 


Willian; Browncll and a short time 
later removed it to the location where 
he has since been located, and where 
he had spent all the later part of his 
life. 


Mr. Covell was a man of staunch 


integrity, anil his fellow townsmen 
plnccd Implicit confidence In him. He 
WRS frequently asked to run for public 
office but had consistently declined, 
although deeply interested in the af- 
fairs of his native city. 
He was a 


member of the board of trustees of 
the Savings Bank of Newport-and of 
the Trustees of Long Wharf.

Mrs. Morton died last August, 
and of their children, three daughters 
are now living: Mrs. William Corcor- 
and Eustis of Washington; Mrs. Helen 
Morton and Miss Mary Morton. 


Lev! Parsons Morton is a native of 


Vermont, where he was born May 16, 
1824, and is descended from the Pil- 
grim Fathers. 
He early 
attained 


prominence in the business world of 
New York, and throughout his long 
active business career was identified 
with one or more of the grcat'finan- 
cip.l houses of the metropolis. 


His first political office was as mem- 


bet 
of the Forty-Sixth 
Congress, 


1879-81, from the Sixth New York 
district. From 1881 to 1885 he was 
United States Minister to France. 
From 18S9 to 18G3 he was vice presi- 
dent of. the United States, elected on 
the ticket with Benjamin Harrison. In 
1395 the-Republicans made him their 
candidate for governor of New York, 
and he retired from that office to pri- 
vate pursuits, devoting his time to his 
many financial interests. 


Mr. Morton was for many years one 


of our most prominent summer resi- 
dents, owning one of the fine places 
on Bellevue avenue.

Yet the fact remains that,on a bat- 


tle field, men fight with the abandon 
of desperation to save that red, white 
an.) blue bit of cloth from trailing in 
the ground. The flag stands for one's 


- home town, for dear friends one has 


left behind, for all the tie of unity 
that binds together the various sec- 
ticns of a great and achieving coun- 
try. 


The man from Texas and the man 


from Maine are a long way apart in 
distance. Quite frequently they dis- 
agree on political history and eco- 
nomic philosophy. But let those two 
mr.n get together in Germany or in 
B^'neo or Japan, and they find that 
they think alike and that their inter- 
ests are identical. They bow in rev- 
erence to the same bit of red, white,' 
and blue. 
They will stand back to 


back and fight for it and for their 
common interest. 


And so as years go on, the sections 


come closer together. When the man 
fr-'.m Florida hears thai the man from 
Oregon lias accomplished this or that 
Ueed of triumph in sonic far off land, 
lie is almost as proud of it as if he did 
it himself. 


So the flag stands for the Ameri- 


can idea, and it is dear to every Amer- 
ican. It means so much that Flag Day 
hns come to be .1 widely recognized 
occasion. On June 14, 1777, one hun- 
dred forty years ago today, Congress 
adopted the present emblem of Stars 
-and Stripes.as" the United States flag. 
"Let every school celebrate the occa- 
•siori as one binding American senti- 
ment together, and let every home in 
"Newport recognize its loyalty to the 
.American ideal by showing its colors. 


A SINGULAR FLOP 


One of the most singular develop- 


ments in Democratic politics, has been 
the change of front of the administra- 
tion, regarding the idea of a big navy. 
Bi'ck In December, Secretary Daniels 
asked for an appropriation of ?760,- 
000,000 for the navy. He then'held 
that if the League of Nations was not • 
created, the United States must have 
the biggest navy in the world/ But 
nuw tha'.'/tbe peace conference has 
agreed to the league plan, he aban- 
dons a project that was chimerical 
under any condition.

fiT.in one extreme to the other, dem- 
on ilratc themselves to be unsafe lead- 
ers. The United Stales will need a 
bi'i navy for a good while yet. But to 
get it, it is not likely to resort to the 
party that originally starved the 
navy, then wanted one far too large, 
am! now seems to be returning to the 
little navy idea again.

..A LEGISLATOR FOR PRESIDENT 


'Discussing 
presidential possibili- 


ties., a far Western paper remarks 
tint there has never been a president 
who was nominated and elected as a 
"business man," and .the comment is 
further made that "statesmanship," 
'not business, is the prime qualifica- 
'ticn. That is undoubtedly correct, not 
•only as a matter of history, but as a 
policy which should be pursued in tho 
future. , Those qualities which are 
•commonly ir mind when one refers to 
'the "business man" are important but 
arc rot in themselves sufficient in one 
who is likely to serve satisfactorily as 
the chief executive of the 
nation. 


"Statesmanship" includes some of the 
qualifications of a business man. That 
is to say, a man might be a success- 
ful business man without being a 
statesman, but he could not be a suc- 
cessful statesman without have many 
of the qualifications of a business 
man. 


While it is true that no man has 


ever been nominated and elected pres- 
ident because he was classed as a 
"business man," there 
have been 


some nominated and elected who were 
not in fact and were not believed to 
be "statesmen." They were men who 
possessed neither the qualifications 
necessary for successful management 
of business, nor experience in public 
affairs which would justify confidence 
in their directing public policies. They 
•were chosen because they had become 
justly famous and popular through 
other lines of public service. 


Probably the nearest we have come 


to nominating and electing a man 
president on the theory that he was a 
"business man" was in the election of 
William McKinley, and his selection 
was not because of personal expe- 
rience in business but because in his 
legislative career he had come so fre- 
quently and closely into relation with 
the business world that he was thor- 
oughly familiar with its governmen- 
tal interests and the effect of govern- 
mental policies upon American indus- 
try. McKinley was in a peculiar way 
tho business man's candidate. By his 
years of satisfactory service in the 
House of Representatives he had dem- 
onstrated a high order of statesman- 
ship which included an understanding 
of American business, public and pri- 
vate. His administration was charac- 
terized by efficiency and economy. The 
policies of his administrate tended 
to development of American industry. 
So far as governmental policies af- 
fected American business there was 


- probably no other time in our history 
when the government and American 
enterprise were more thoroughly in 
harmony. 


~~ CONTROLLING EXPLOSIVES 


An underworld of anarchists is do- 


ing business in this country any try- 
ing to create a reign or terror on a 
.great scale. 
It is of course up to 


police "forces and secret service men 
everywhere to co-operaie ro run down 
the authors of these crimes. 


It will also occur to a good many 


people, that explosives are being han- 
dled much too freely in this country. 
There would be less danger of acci- 
dent, as well as of crime, if they were 
kept under closer supervision. 


Dealers in explosives would do well 


to observe strict precautions. The 
statutes regarding sale of such should 
be strengthened, or if considered sat- 
isfactory, should be strictly' enforced. 
Tt Ecems a good proposition that ex- 
plosives sold in quantity sufficient to 
do serious damage, should.be kept in 
locked rooms • or closets accessible 
only to trusted employes. And pur- 
chasers of such explosives all ought 
to be registered, with statement of the 
pu-.'pose for which the material was to 
be. used. 


Of course that would not cover va- 


rious forms of explosives that chem- 
ists are able to make from materials 
harmless until compounded according 
to certain formulas. But people who 
are conducting experiments in the 
manufacture of explosives, are quite 
likoly to attract attention. 
Unless 


they are known to be good and loyal 
citizens, their activities should be 
strictly watched by ttie police. 


• And people learning of such - ex- 
periments being conducted in their 
neighborhood, are well justified if they 
display some curiosity asout them, 
and report such matters to the proper 
authorities for investigation. The ter- 
roristic elements works so Insidiously 
that it will take the co-operation of 
all good citizens to run it down.

WEATHW BULLETIN 


Washington, D, C., June 7, 1919. 
Last bulletin gave forecasts of 


warm wave to cross continent June 
22 to 20, storm wave 23 to 27, cool 
wave 24 to 28. This will not be a 
great storm, but it will be one of the 
most severe of three storms of this 
June. Tho forecasts for June were 
that the north third of the cultivated 
parts of tho United States and Can- 
ada would get from about to below 
noimal rain; middle third from about 
to above normal rain, and the cotton 
states above normal rain. The dates 
for most severe storms and most rain 
for June were within three days of 
May 31, June 14 and 29. Dates for. 
lerst severe storms and least rain 
w<>re within three days of June 7 and 
21.

The major, or, larger, storms cross 


continent from" west to east, on an 
average of about six days apart, They 
conslilule the index thatf points to all 
weather changoe on this Continent. To 
got best results from weather fore- 
casts it is necessary for the reader to 
keep watch of these trans-continental 
storms. 
Every neighborhood has a 


few people who give more attention 
to weather matters than others. I 
would be pleased to assist lo°cal crop- 
wrather clubs made up of subscribers 
to pnpers that regularly .publish my 
weather forecasts. These local clubs 
could take up questions of local inter- 
est, as do similar clubs in many cities. 
I solicit correspondence on this sub- 
jest. 
Always inclose stamped and 


addressed envelope. Clubs should meet 
once a month. 


Next warm wave will reach Van- 


couver about June 2G and tempera- 
tti'cs will rise on all the Pacific slope 
It will cross crest of Rockies by close 
ot 27. plain sections 28, meridian 00, 
great lakes, middle Gulf States and 
Ohio-Tennessee valleys 29, eastern 
sections 30, reaching vicinity of New- 
foundland about July 1. Storm wave 
will follow about one day behind 
warm and cool wave about one day 
behind storm wave. 


This disturbance will be very much 


tho samp, as the preceding in all its 
features, except that the cool wave 
of the latter will go to lower degrees 
than in the former and rainfall of lat- 
ter will be greater than in the former,

But to 
accomplish that, the people must be 
taught that they must look to the jus- 
tice of the state for personal redress, 
rather than to their own physical vio- 
lence and private vengeance. 


AN ERA OF VIOLENCE • 


Some people believe that as a result 


of the war, the country is going to be 
in for a period of violence in every day 
life. They feel that war has let loose 
men's brutal passions. Physical force 
ha: been exalted and people taught to 
kill by wholesale. As a result it is 
predicted that assaults, murders, riot- 
ing, lynching, and like disturbances, 
will become much more common than 
before. 


War correspondents who have been 


studying the, soldiers, feel that the 
great majority are thoroughly discip- 
lined and have seen enough of the hor- 
rors of fighting. They only want to 
live at home in peace. However, they 
do seem to fear that some men who 
were of a rough and lawless temper, 
"when they entered the army, will 
have those tendencies stimulated by 
their experiences. 


But in so far as there is a danger 


of this kind, it may affect those who 
stayed.at home quite as much as the 
soldiers. Boys not quite old enough 
to go to war must have been affected 
by war sentiment. 
They and some 


older people may get the impression 
that human life is cheap, that force 
is the only final arbiter of disputes, 
and the only means to establish jus- 
tice. 


It must be made clear to all, that 


for a nation to resort to force to es- 
tablish justice against a cruel and 
tyrannical foe, and for tho private in- 
dividual to attempt to accomplish his 
ends by violence, are two things that 
differ as widely as heaven and hell.

General 


headquarters assigned many high of- 
ficers to co-operate In the work the 
Y. M. C. A. was carrying on In ath- 
letics, entertainment and educational 
activities. 


"The Army has not token over the 


Y. M. C. A.'s athletic and entertain- 
ment departments, but the officers of 
the Army are now closely associated 
with the Y. M. C. A. directors of 
these activities, and the two organiza- 
tions, working' in close co-operation, 
are today shaping the policy of en- 
tertainment and athletic activities, tha 
Y. M. C. A. furnishing the money, 
and the Y. M. C. A. and Army Joint- 
ly furnishing the personnel. I believe 
that itie beneficial effects of the edu- 
cational program laid down by the Y. 
M- C. A., and the athletic activities it

Paying W>r Debts. 


There IB no uniform rule of action 


regarding the payment of war debts. 
Some war debts have been entirely 
palfl off, and others have been greatly 
reduced. In 1703, following the Revo- 
lutionary war, the public debt of the- 
United States was $SO,352,6M. It was 
reduced year by year until 1812, when 
It wns $45,209,737. During the war of 
1812, It increased until 1810, when 
It wns $127,534,933. 'Then followed a 
long period of steady yearly reduction- 
till in 1835 it stood at. the nominal 
figure cf $37,512, 
with much more 


than that balance In the treasury. 
Circumstances brought a long period 
of growth In the public debt till 1803, 
following the Civil war, it was S2.773,- 
238,173. 
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WHEN WILL PRICES DKOI'? 


The continued high prices of all ne- 


cessities of life is disappointing a 
great many people who expected to 
ecu them drop soon after the war 
ended. People who expect an immedi- 
ate change forget that business men 
and farmers are paying just as much 
for labor, as last summer, also the 
workers are paying just as much for 
food. 
While these conditions last, 


prices can't fall far. 


The government has undertaken to 


bring pressure on certain industries 
to secure some return toward lower 
prices. But in the main supply and 
demand will be the ruling factor.. As 
long as Europe is drawing great quan- 
tities of food and taking practically 
the whole American surplus, food 
prices won't drop far. 


The social disintegration in Ger- 


many, Austria and Russia will greatly 
reduce the crops that those countries 
should raise this year. But they will 
not have money or credit to buy any 
great quantity. The allied countries 
should raise a good deal more than 
in 1918. By next year-imports of food 
should have fallen considerably below 
the war level. 
When a surplus of 


food appears in American markets, 
prices will go down. 


Millions in Europe are barefoot and 


ragged. There will be a tremendous 
demand for cotton, wool and leather. 
These materials and the products 
thereof are likely to remain at their 
present very high level for a year or 


two. 


All price readjustments will have to 


be of the nature of a trade; every pro- 
ducer dropping his scale a little while 
the things he has to buy go off an 
equal amount. 
It will have to cake 


place by slow degrees. There must 
be a spirit of give and take between 
all elements entering. into produc- 
tion. It is for the interest of everyone 
to co-operate in the effort to get prices 
Hearer to normal. 
The present level 


is artificial, burdensome, and detri- 
mental t0 business.

For the most part the prints are made 
up in the plain shirt waist effect, vrlIn 
some fr|lls of linen for collars and cuffs 
and a bit of ornamentation down the 
front of the blouse. As the material Is 
substantial In texture and well cov- 
ered by the qual(t designs' over the 
surface little trimming Is needed, and 
there Is not much that can be success- 
fully combined.

• going to affect his conduct through his 
whole life. 
And if he sees his com- 


rades maimed and killed for lack of 
good organization work at Washing- 
ton, he is going to talk about it when 
He gets home. He is going to demand 
more business-like methods, arid bc!a 
corstant force working against unsys- 
tematic government. 


That is just .what is beginning to 


happen. The results of it will.be felt 
more and more. 
The soldiers know 


that the war work was bungled. 
They 


nave no special desire'to punish those 
at fault, who for the most part did 
the best they could, bnt simply did not 
know how to get results. 


But the soldiers are sick of ineffi- 


ciency and have felt all its awful re- 
sults. They now see what it must cost 
«n daily life, and how it must prevent 
we government from meeting the de- 
wands of the jteople. In seeking a 
solution of the tremendous reconstruc- 
«on problems they look to the Repub- 
lican party, which places first empha- 
sis on efficiency, and which includes 
the great bulk of the business talent 
o' the country.

Department of Agriculture Has Been 


Making Observations in Its West- 


ern Projects on Utilization 


of Field Crops. 


(Prepared 'by Ui« United States Depart- 


ment ot Agriculture.) 


"Gum 
shoo" farming for ham and 


bacon production does not presuppose 
web-footed hogs. 
It merely means 


that Irrigation as practiced hy some 
western farmers Involves conservative 
uso of moisture for production of for- 
age, crops which may be harvested di- 
rectly In the fields by the porkers. The 
swine industry In the rubber-boot coun- 
try has bw'ii subject to periods of ex- 
pansion and depression. Quo causa Is 
lack of knowledge us to tho possibility 
of using certain Irrlffltcd field crops, 
and as to the value of these crops'when . 
measured In terms of pork production, 
f full advantage Is taken of the wido 
ango of feeds available lo'swlnc grow- 
rs on irrigated lands, pork production 
an be conducted more extensively, and 
vlth moro assurance of success. 


Irrigation farmers Interested In pork 
roduclion liuve hud to rely on results 
btnlned In nonlrrlgutcd sections, nnd 
pplled to localities where web-footed 
rops grow. This lack of definite In- 
onmition was especially noteworthy 
n the case of field crops, which in 
Iher sections of Ihe country are pas- 
ured by hogs or hogged oft. Hence, 
Ince 1012 the department has beea 
mklng observations In Us western Ir- 
rigation projects on the utilization of 
rrlgated field crops as hog pasture. 
These Investigations Include pasture 
ests'with HO lots consisting of 3,705 
logs pastured on alfalfa, sweet clover, 
ield peas, and mllo. 
Alfalfa Needs Supplementary Ration. 


Pasturing alfalfa with hogs hns been 


lemonstrntefl a satisfactory method of 
utilizing the forage, and one of the 
iheapost ways to produce pork. How- 
ever, to obtain satisfactory results, 
he alfalfa pnsture must be supple- 
mented with some carbonaccons feed, 
such ns a^2 per cent ration of corn, 
mrley, inllo, wheat, or shorts. Under 
such conditions ono good acre of good 
alfalfa pasture will produce, with rea- 
sonable surety, about 2.500 pounds of 
wrk a season. Exceptional gnfns, as 
high as 4,202 pounds an acre, were 
reported in the case of one lot of hogs 
pastured on alfnlfa.-and given n 3 per 
cent supplementary ration of corn. 
Naturally the gains on alfalfa depend 
on the size and quantity and quality 
of the supplementary feed. It Is poor 
policy to try to make pork on alfalfa 
imsturage alone without supplementary 
feed. 


Hogs on alfalfa pasture, supplement- 


ed with about a 2 per cent ration of 
corn, barley, wheat shorts,-or mllo, will 
consume from 250 -to 350 pounds of 
grain for each hundredweight of gain. 
In general the grain, requirement In- 
creases .ns the hogs get larger. The 
feeding values' of corn; barley, shorts, 
and mllo as supplements to alfalfa pas- 
tnrnge are so nearly identical that' the 
choice among these side dishes should 
depend on prices, cultural adaptability, 
and 
general 
economic 
conditions. 


Where the grain Is to be grown by 
the swlno raiser, preference usually 
Is given to corn, barley, and the grain 
sorghums, depending upon the adapt- 
ability of these crops to. local condi- 
tions. An acre of good alfalfa pasture 
Supplemented with s 2 per cent ration 
of grain will support 2,500 pounds ot 
hogs during the entire growing season. 
The carrying capacity of alfalfa pas- 
tures Increases rapidly with greater 
grain allowance, and it varies some- 
what during the growing season wltR 
the rate of crop growth. 


According to specialists of the Unit- 


ed States department of agriculture an 
acre of good alfalfa pasture, If sun-" 
plemented with a 2 per cent ration of 
corn, or barley, will support six to 
eight sows and 50 to 70 sucking spring 
pigs for about 00 days In early summer, 
during which'the pigs should gain from 
25 to 30 pounds apiece. 


Sweet Clover Oft»n Valuable. 


A few tests have been conducted to 


try out the value of sweet clover as 
hog pasture, nnd the results have 
proved that Ibis crop cannot be regard- 
ed RS a rival of Rlfalfa. However, on 
soils which are too wet or too salty 
for alfalfa, the Irrigation farmers find 
sweet clover a- valuable forage crop. 
Rubber-boot farmers are coming to ap- 
preciate hogged-down com and field 
peas as a desirable combination for 
pork production, In that It saves labor, 
produces satisfactory gains In the hogs, 
and adds manure to the soil. Exten- 
sive test& of "hogging corn" reported 
In the bulletin Bhow gains of from 183 
to 1,048 pounds an acre of com when 
no supplementary feed was provided, 
and from SS5 to' 1,877 pounds an acre 
where the com'wag supplemented with 
other feed. It Is estimated that ID 
these tests an average of about <50 
pounds of corn was required to pro- 
duce 100 pounds of. gala when no sup- 
plement was used, as compared with 
an average of 409 pounds when tho 
corn was not In combination with for- 
age, late alfalfa pasture, or rape. Al- 
falfa pasture Is preferable ns an ad- 
junct to hogged-down corn on Irrigated 
lands, because of Its cheapness, rela- 
tive abundance, nnd reliability,

In that 
year Is Indicated by recent cablegrams 
from a representative of the United 
States department of agriculture In 
the Netherlands, taken In, connection 
with Information regarding stocks on 
hand and contemplated plantings for 
seed In this country. The situation 
for 1921 is serious, because, of the 
shortage of sugar-beet- seed In Europe 
ns compared with former years, and 
because of the Increased activity In 
beet-sugar production In European 
countries, which will probably require 
n large part' of the European beet 
seed on hand mid of the European 
production this year and next.

At the 
present time surplus stocks In the 
Netherlands are selling at 1.3 florins 
a kilogram (approximately 25 cents a 
pound) and up, though some dealers 
are holding for from 2 to 2,5 florins a 
kilogram • (approximately 35 to' 45 
cents a pound). 


It Is possible that subsequent In- 


formation may modify the situation 
somewhat, but department of agricul- 
ture officials believe every effort should 
he made to produce In this country 
during 1819, and especially- In 1920, 
all the good quality sugar-beet seed 
possible.

If deslredj to' allow the-hen to 
exercise. : The fence: can be' raised 
from the ground far enough to allow 
the chicks to go In. and out, but'not 
high-enough for the hen to escape, (By 
using a coop the chicks can find shel- 
ter aud warmth under the hen at any 
time, and the weaklings efter « few 
dnvs may,develop Into strong, healthy 
chicks. 


Where chicks are raised with' hens,''' 


they are likely to become Infested with 
lice) 
If the lice get-very numerous, .. 


they greatly retard-tho chicks' growth' 
nnd may even cause their death. The 
hen should be powdered thirorighiy 
with some good Insect powder before 
she Is put In tho coop with the chicks 
nnd at Intervals of several days or'a 
week thereafter. . 'The baby chicks 
should be examined for lice, particu- 
larly on the bend, under the wings and 
about the vent. 
If any ure;fonnd, a - 


little grease, such as lard, should be • 
nibbed on those places. Apply grease 
moderately, ns too much will Injure 


! the chicks. The chicks should be ex- 


amined frequently and the treatment 
repeated If lice are found on them. 


For Use In Measuring Fences. 


measure even feet In one revolution, 
or If preferred, a half rod.

Deputy Governor.-

William Brenton, one of the first 


settlers of Rhode Island, and who was 
President of the Colony in 1660-61 
and Governor from 1666 to 1668, died 
•this year in an advanced age at his 
^residence in Newport. 


Benjamin Church, who subsequent- 


ly became so distinguished in the In- 
dian Wars, removed this year from 
Duxbury 
to Seconet (now Little 


Compton) being the first white set- 


ountry unto his Colony, according to 
he true settlement ^thereof by his 
loncred commissioners, expressing in 
heir nets of March 16G4-G5 and April 
665, and therein commanding all oth- 
rs to be obedient thereto.". 
"Therefore, in obedience, and in 


mrsuance of his Majesty's gracious 
avoiir to us, and for the information 
of tl'C Inhabitants in said Narragan- 
>ett and llantick and for the prevenl- 
njt their run'.ityig themselves into 
mzards and difficulties that hereafter 
may prove greatly to their damage, 
we, the Assembly of his Majesty's 
Colony of Rhode Island and Provi-

gree soever, being and belonging unto 
he town of Westerly, adjoining to 
Pawcatuck alias Narraganeett nver, 
and any other place in the Mantick 
and Norragansett country, -in the 
King's province, from yielding, rcn.

killing a number of persons at Swan-

Hope, and made a resolute assault on 
his camp, when the savages fled, leav- 
ing their camp and their country to 
the conquerors. 
' A great storm of wind and rain 
'took-place on the 28th of August, 
which blew down the Easton wind 
mill at Newport and did much other 
'damage.
